Back to the Land. 
LARGE NUMBERS OF SETT- 
LERS WILL ARRIVE IN A 
FEW, DAYS. 
C.P.R. BUILDING IMMIGRA- 
TION HALL AT STRATH- 
MORE. 
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As an index of the large numbers 
of settlers expected into the district 
this year, the fact that the C.P.R. 
is at present building a large immi- 
gration hallin Strathmore, opposite 
the police barracks, is striking. 

The building was commenced on 
Thursday, and is being rushed up 
by the large gang of men 
engagen in its construction. 

The Crown Lumber Co has the 
contract tor the erection, which will 
have to be ready for use very soon, 
as a large party are on the wayfrom 
Britain to occupy the 80 acres im- 
proved farms some 12 miles north 
of Strathmore. Fifty acres in each 
of these farms are already broken, 
and sown with winter wheat, while 
houses for the settlers are in course 
of erection. Mr L. C. Corwin, of 
Strathmore, has secured the con- 
tract for the digging of the wells on 
the farms. 

The influx into Strathmore dis- 
trict this year will be enormous, 
and can only be guaged from the 
fact that 200,000 acres of land in 
this section were sold this year, the 
majority being in quarter and halt 
sections.

4 WAS PASSED 


MOMENTOUS QUESTION HAS AT. 
LAST BEEN SETTLED 


After Many Weeks Continuous Debate 
in the tfouse, the Bill was Carried 
by a Majority of 41—Attempt to 
Pass Amendment for Six Months’ 
Hoist was Defeated—No Scenes of 
Enthusiasm Marked the Passage.. 


Ottawa.—After exactly five weeks 
continuous debate the second reading 
of the naval bill was carried in the 
house by 119 to 78, a majoriy of 41. 
Previous to this the amendment 
= oved by Mr. W. B. Northrup that the 
cond reauing of the bill take place 
day, six months, commonly 
known as the six months’ hoist, was 
defeated on the same division. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, however, insisted on 
the members being put on record on 
the main motion and the same form- 
ality was gone through with the same 
result. Mr. Verville voted with the op- 
vosition, for the six months’ hoist, and 
is against the second reading of the 
bill. This being the only defect, it 
being a straight party vote. 

There were none of the scenes of 
enthusiasm which made the previous 
divisions such spectacular events. No 
ultra loyalist raised his voice in song 
to express the hope that his maj sty 
the king might long be spared or even 
those who consider a division can he 
taken without the usual accompani- 
ment of ‘‘O Canada.”’ and such ditti-s, 
sut mute. The gelleries were again 
well filled. 

Out of the 221 members of the house. 
197 registered their votes for or against 
the building of a Canadian navy and, 
the comparative smallness of the gov- 
ernment on such an important issue 
was a matter of comment. 

The whole of the day was consum- 
ed in discussing the six months’ hoist 
motion of Mr. Northrup, the speaking 
being confined entirely to the opposi- 
tion side of the house. The feature 
of the proceedings was the bolting of 
Mr. W. F. MacLean, to the accom- 
paniment of Liberal cheers. In a 
characteristic speech Mr. MacLean 
supported the government's pro- 
gremme and only regretted that it 
went such a little way. 

The six months’ hoist was moved 
by W. B. Northrup of East Hastings, 
in amendment to the motion of Sir! 
Wilfrid Laurier that the naval bill be) 
read a second time. The gist of Mr. 
Northrup’s rema wes that it did 
not lie within the rights of the Do- 
minion parliament to pess the bi'l in 
the form proposed, and it would be 
ultra vires of the imperial parliament. 
By placing the navy under the con- 
trol of the governor-in-council an 
attempt was made to overthrow the 
perovative of the king as for centuries 
the supreme commander. 


Lumsden Charges Very Moderate 

Ottawa.—R. C. Smith, K.C., counsel 
for transcontinental railway commis- 
sion examined former chief engineer 
Lumsden upon the resumption. of the 
inquiry of latter's charges recently. 
Mr. Lumsden said he had full re- 
sponsibility under the commission and 
he considered that his authority was 
supreme over the contractors in re- 
spect to cuality and quantity of their 
work. He seid the payment of pro- 
gress estimetes was not binding upon 
the commission. The engineer in the 
districts B. and F, was apnointed on 
his recommendation, He could not pos- 
sibly remember the case in which the 
commission appointed an encineer in 
opposition to his recommendation. 
Regarding the engineers im whom he 
had lost confidence he said he could 
not make any definite charges because 
he did not know when they had made 
classification. 

He would not suggest that the prin- 
ciple of classification had been chang- 
ed by these men. He stated distinctly 
that he made no charge against the 
engineers of doing intentional wrong.

TO REFORM HOUSE OF LorDs ‘KEEP CONTROL 


Text of the Resolution Lord Rosebery 
Will Introduce This 
Week 


London.—When Lord 
launches his plan for the reformation 
of the house of lords, he will present 
resolutions embodying the course the 
peers propose to iollow in modernizing 
themselves. 
that the resolutions repeat the views 
of the lords. 

The first resolution will affirm the 
necessity for a strong and 
second chamber for the well-being 
of the state. The second will set 
forth that such a chamber will be 
best obtainable by the reform and a 
reconstruction of the house of lords. 
The third will declare hat as neces- 
sary preliminary to such reform and 
reconstruction is the acceptance of 
the principle that the possession of the 
peerage in itself should no longer 
afford the right to sit and vote in 
the house of lords. 


Peary is Taking Proofs to London 

London.—Conimander Robert Peary, 
it was announced authoritatively here 
recently, is bringing proofs of his 
polar achieveme.t with him and will 
make them public at a meeting which 
he is to address at the Albert Hall, 
under the auspices of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Survey. The explorer, whose 
good faith is generally accepted by 
British geographers, has the promise 
of a magnificent reception in London. 
Already, two months ahead of the date

London.—The ministers adopted a 
‘new device in the war between the 
,lords and commons by asking parlia- 
ment to vote supplies for six weeks 
only instead of tor from four to six 
mouths as have been the practice for 
the Jast 15 years. 
| The fact is not concealed that this 
device is intended to keep the power 
of the purse in the hands of the 
house of commons, in readiness tor 
!a fresh constitutional crisis, which is 
expected in the month of May when 
the lords will probably reject the re- 
solutions curtailing their power of 
veto so as to bring about the resigna- 
tion of the government. 

If supplies were voted for six months 
Mr. Balfour could then take office and 
cerry on the government, but with the 
necessity of coming to the house of 
commons for a new vote on supply, 
he would be defeated, 

The Conservatives in the house of 
commons incigiantly denounced the 
government’s action as a ‘shabby 
trick in its policy of evasion and chi- 
eannery.”’ Their newspapers echo this 
sentiment, 

Chancellor Lloyd-George frank'y ad- 
mits that it is his intention thus to

A VIGOROUS PROPAGANDA 


How Canada Will Benefit—Shipping 
Companies Report Heaviest 
Bookings 
Glasgow.—It is already evident that 
the call of the west is to appeal to 
Scotsmen in 1910 much more strongly 
than in any previous year. Mr. Mal- 
colm McIntyre, the Highlander from 
Strathcona--the Canadian Strathcona 
—who represents the Dominion in 
Glasgow, has been getting no end of 
inquiries from young men living in 
all parts of Scotland, about the pros- 
pects in Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
and British Columbia, and Manitoba. 
There have not been so many asking 
about the conditions of life in Ontario 
and other eastern provinces, although 
the promise of an assured living and 
an early competency in districts easily 
accessible from the St. Lawrence is al- 
good as, if not indeed better 
than, in some of the provinces of the 
far west. The abundant harvest of last 
year, together with the vigorous pro- 
paganda work that has been carried 
on in Scotland all through the winter, 
has set men’s minds on the great 
prairie lands, and, to a less extent on 
the fruit-growing regions of British 
Columbia. The result is that both the 
shipping companics—the Allan and 
the Donaldson—report heavier  ad- 
vance bookings than they have ever 
had, and that in consequence, they 
are arranging for the fullest possible 
service to Montreal all through the 
summer. There is a persistent rumor 
that the Canadian Northern Railway 
company are also to make Glasgow the 
headquarters of their new shipping 
service. If this turns out correct, 
Glasgow will have a magnificent fleet 

in its Canadian route. 

Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann have 
certainly been over and spied out the 
land, and in the three large steamers 
which they have acquired, and are 
now renovating, they have vessels 
adapted remarkably well for just such 
4 passenger trade as there is between 
Glasgow and Canada. Especially con- 
sidering the way in which that trade 
is developing. It is rapidly becoming 
less of a steerage and first-class and 
more second-class, The new immigra- 
tion lews in foree in the Dominion ae- 
counts, to a large extent, for this de- 
velopment. A few years ago anyone 
who could pay steerage fare could be 
dumped down penniless on the Do- 
minion shores, but now every immi- 
grant, with certain definite exceptions, 
must have the equivalent of a British 
five-pound note over his fare, and he 
always seil from the land of his 
‘itizenship. It is only the first of 
these that has effected the Scotsmen. 
A real Scot will wander to the ends of 
the earth without a shilling in his 
pocket, and he would ship to Canada 
or anywhere else quite cheerfully al- 
though he krw that he would have 
to work for his first night’s lodgings 
after he got there. But when he can't 
book a passage at all without five 
pounds to spare on the other side, it 
is quite a different matter. It makes 
alm think. If he has not got the five 
pounds he must, perforce, remain at 
home. If he has, he usually hase more, 
or is able to raise more, and he goes 
out, not as a penniless searcher for 
immediate work, but as a capitalist in 
a small way, with enough to keep him 
until he can look around, or take him 
to where the wheat grows, or even 
start him on his first quarter section, | 
and build the “shack”? which aualifigs 
his as a homesteader, There is great

C. N. P. Coal Co. Profits $145,029 

Toronto.—Figures shown to the 
shrreholders of the Crow's Nest Pass 
Coal company by the president, Elias 
Rogers, at the annual meeting makes 
it certuin thet mn July next the divi-| 
vonds of this company will not be re-! 
sumed, The result of the operations 
for 1909 shows a net profit of $145,029 
Cespite the fact that ten cents per ton 
wes written off for depreciation.

In an effort to clear up the legisla- 
tion which has been piling up for the 
last mouth the house has now started 
to sit nights and will probably keep 
this up for the next week or more. 


There are still onty-one bills in 
coinmittee and an effort will be made 
to clear these up in the next two 


weeks. Failing this the more import- 
ant ones will be put through and the 
rest laid over till next session. 

It is thought that estimates will be 
brought down the latter part of this 
week, and they will be, put through as 
early #s possible, as some of the de- 
partments ere already out of funds. 

It is probable an adjournment will 
be made before Easter, which opens a 
week from Friday. 

For the purpose of clearing up the 
purchase of several small pieces of 
land for right of way of the G. T. P. 
through Edmonton, George Pope, right 
of way agent for that company, is in 
Edmonton, ;

PLANKED CHICKEN. 


This Recipe Wi!l Serve Two or Four

Select a chicken of about two pounds 
in weight and cut off the neck on a 
line with the top of the collar bone, 
Cut the chicken down the entire lengtb 
of the backbone, clean and wash in- 
side and out.

‘Luke v, 17, we read that there were 


Pharisees and doctors of the law pres- 
ent from every town in Galilee and | 
also from Judea and Jerusalem and! 
the power of the Lord was present to 
heal them, 

Then came four men, bringing on a 
bed a palsied friend of theirs, and | 
when they could not get even near the 
door because of the crowd they car- 
ried him to the roof, made an opening 
and let him down through the tiling, 
with his couch, into the midst before 
Jesus. Compure the records in Mark 
ii and Luke v with our lesson in Mat- 
thew, and in each you hear Jesus say- | 
ing to the sick man, “Thy sins are for- | 
given thee.’ Matthew adds that He} 
said, ‘Son, be of good cheer.’’ In 
He said to a sick woman, | 
“Daughter, be of good comfort." Re- 
member also His “Be of good cheer’ 
of Matt. xiv, 27; John xvi, 33, and Acts 
xxiii, 11. It is the same word in each| 
case, just one werd, used only by our 
Lord and on these five different occas- | 
ions. It is used once by the people to! 
the blind man in Mark x, 49. The! 
word used by Paul in Acts xxvii, 22,| 
25, is a different word, but one of great | 
encouragement. There can be no last-| 
ing comfort or good cheer apart from 
the forgiveness of sins. Jesus did not 
treat symptoms, as many physicians 
do, but went at once to the root of the 
difficulty. The four men brought their 
friend that he might be cured of his 
palsey, but Jesus began by forgiving} 
his sins. He saw the faith of those} 
who brought him and determined to} 
heal him, but He began hy cleansing | 
his soul. He once said to Simon Peter, 
“If I wash thee not thou hast no part! 
with Me” (John xiii, 8), and that is 
truly a saying of great import. If we 
are cleansed from our sins we shall in 
due time have perfectly whole bodies; 
so, having saved this man, He also 
gave him a healed body, and he arose 
and departed to his house, The four 
eernest men who brought their palsied 
friend to Christ to be healed of his dis- 
ease were quite sure that if they could 
get him to Jesus they would not need 
to carry him away, and they were not 
disappointed 

The question of the Pharisees, ‘Who 
is this?’ (Luke v, 21) repeated in Luke 
vii, 49; Matt. xxi, 10, carries us back 
to Isa. Ixiii, 1; Jer. xxx, 21. Moses 
seid, “‘Who am I?” (Ex. iii, 11) but 
the only nertinent question is, ‘‘Who 
is He?’ “Whom say ye that I am?” 
It is a blessed thing for all who know 
that He is the Son of Man who hath 
power on earth to forgive sins and 
that He has forgiven them.

Early Spring, 


Plowing and seeding have been 
actively carried on for days past in 
Southern Alberta. Day and night 
power plows are forced to the maxi- 
mum capacity, and double shifts of 
men being employed, and at night 
powerful headlights are being used 
to light. up the prairie. © While 
heavy shipments of engines are being 
received weekly, the supply is not 
equal to the demand, as_ engine 
manufacturers and their agents did 
not correctly estimate the require- 
ments of this district, nor were they 
prepared for such an early opening 
up of spring. In proof of which, 
spring robins are already here and 
the prairie is turning green. All 
signs point to a season making pos- 


| sible a very exceptional develop- 


ment. At Calgary the city commis- 
sioners found it necessary, early 
this week, to order out the street 


sprinklers, including a large sprink- 
ler operated on the street railway. 

A few weeks ago an entire train 
load of gasoline power plows arrived 
in Southern Alberta, and a despatch 
is at hand advising that a large 
steam plow manufacturing company 
of Indiana has shipped in a_ train 
load of 30 steam plows. This enor- 
mous shipment has already left the 
company’s works. Each of the 
engines is capable of plowing 2000 
acres during the season, and if 
worked to capacity it would mean 
60,000 additional acres prepared for 
crop. The company’s representa- 
tives here states that there is marked 
demand for plows, and as high as 
$4 per acre is being paid for break- 
ing.
